EDWARD C. BETCH FALLS FROM 
| THE KUHRTS BLOCK, 


And Alights Upon His Face ona Pile .

7 Edward C. Betch is a young carpenter, 


t26 years of age, unmarried, healthy 
and of good habits. For four years he has 
been in the employ of Contractor Mackey.

three teeth broken from it. The upper 
jaw was fractured in several places, 
the whole alveolar process being loosened. 
The surgeons had to wire the teeth together. 
The nose was broken, and there was a 
frightful cut on the face over three inches 
inlength. It begins in the middle of the 
upper lip, and runs around, opening: the left - 
nostril and splitting the che nearly down 
é chin. Beteh was full of sand, and 
bore the painful operation like a major. 
was necessary to ctherize him to com- . 
plete the operation; and he was for 
two hours under the influence of the 
anesthetic. He was removed at about 4 
o’clock to the Sisters’ Hospital, where he 
could be better cared for. At 8:30 o’clock 
Dr. Wills went out to pass the night with 
him. It can hardly be told yet whether 
Betch will recover. Besides the horrible in- 
38 to his face, Which will sadly disfigure 
im for life, he complains that his back was 
injured. His chances of recovery are 
deemed fair, however, thanks to his youth, 
70 habits and strong constitution. Mr.

building two years ago—has given orders’ 
that Betch shall have the best of attention.

Important New Wine Industry—An 
Immense Grape Crop Assured. 

San FRancisco, May 5.—[Special.] 
Next week it is expected that Dr. Julius 
Springmuehl, a German chemist, and or- 
iginator of the noted process of must con- 
densation, will arrive in this city. He comes 
at the invitation of many State viticulturists, 
with the intention of establishing some- 
where in the State a factory for must con- 
densation, with the design of shipments to 
European countries. He is supported by 
some German capitalists, and there is little 
doubt of the favorable outcome of his proj- 
ect. Fresno is spoken of as the probable 
site of the proposed industry. This chemist 
claims that, by his method, all disagreeable 
taste to wine made from must is avoided. 
The idea is that this condensed must, obtained 
in the locality whsre grapes are cheap Sand 
abundant, may be shipped in kegs to any 
part of the world, and there wine may be 
made at pleasure. Experiments with this 


most satisfactory. It is claimed that all 
Northern Europe offers a market for this 
wine in concentrated form. The vineyards 
of France cannot begin to supply the wine 
demand of the continent, most of the 
French product being 2 within France. 
The proposed manufacture will bear the 
name of this State and will, it is. believed, 
advertise widely its vineyard urces. 
AN IMMENSE GRAPE CROP PREDICTED. 
Recent visitors to the Napa Valley and 
other vineyard districts have reported that 
many vines show the marks of jack frost. 
The foliage is looking very black or brown 
in places... Last Saturday there was h hard 
frost in portions of the Napa Valley and on 
some of the hill vineyards eastward. 
Respecting th he reports Executive Officer 
John Wheeler, of the Viticultural Com- 


mission, says his information is that no 


damage was done by the frost that can affect 
the vines seriously or injure the grape crop. 

Only the tips of leaves and points of 
shoots were pinched by the frosty 
fingers. Grapes are too far advanced in 
growth to be affected to any ‘extent by 
light frosts. No reports of serious injury 
have come to viticultural headquarters. 

On the contrary, all reports and forecasts of 
the season’s grape crop are of a most en- 
couraging nature. The prospects are that I 
the yield will be larger than ever taken 
from California’s vineyards. This is the 
time of the year when vinegrowers are often
